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“TRAFFIC 10 BE CONTROLLED AT | 
BLOSSOM FESTIVAL~-OTHER FEATURES' 


The general 


committee of the 
| Santa Clara County Blossom Festi- | 
jval at Saratoga has made definite 
; plans to relieve her guests who attend 
lin automobiles.  Attoists can rest 
assured that their trip will be free 
of usual traffic troubles. 


Everybody has been urged to at- 


tend and it is rumored that the pro- 
gram is to be so worthwhile that all 
the “gasoline Dobbins” of all vin- 
tages and varieties will be pressed 
into service on March 27 and 28. 


The county traffic squad, consist- 
ing of a score of officers, is to be 
augmented by many specials. Cap- 
tain Pacheco and his force have been 
for the past three years studying and 
improving the metod of hanidling the 
tens of thousands of machines on the 
roads at that time. This year they 
will have the best plan yet developed, 
with a force organized to successful- 
ly carry it out. 

Routes are being laid out for the 
use of the various lines of through 
traffic so ag to avoid traffic centers. 
These routes will be markeq and 
drivers will be able to get through 
to destination quickly and with the 
least possible interference. This 
will relieve the main roads and leave 
them free to handle the Saratoga 
traffie exclusively. Not only will 
the various routes be properly mark- 
ed, but diagrams of the roads leading 
to Saratoga will be published in all 
papers a number of days in’ advance 
of the Festival. On these diagrams 
will be indicated the best line of 
travel for those going to the differ- 
ent destinations. Officers will be 
stationed at the important crossroadg 
to guide and give directions. 

The annual spring  get-to-gether 
and camp of the Santa Clara County 
Boy Scouts will be held at Saratoga 
during the Festival.

A recent inquiry sent to farmers as to the com- 
mercial value of their.radios brought replies from 500 
farm radio listeners in Texas, Oklahoma and Louisiana. 
One hundred and sixty-three reported that their radios 
saved them money each year, savings averaging $148.64 
per family. 

\farket reports were considered the greatest fin- 
an {vantage of radio, though some farmers saved 
movie tickets, gasoline and magazine purchases.

70 per cent of those reporting had loud speakers, 24 per 
cent had three-tube receivers, and 21 per cent five-tube
